“Weeklies have a unique position in 
covering features and issues of 
particular interest to the local 
community that dailies cant cover 
because of the pressure of time

‘Another advantage of a weekly is that 
it’s a smaller operation and so it’s more 
personal The weeklies are important 
because they focus on the interests of the 
people in the specific community rather 
than presenting a shallow coverage of 
the entire area 

Mrs. Locke was born in Kirkland 
Washington. Her family moved to Los 
Angeles when she was 3 

She attended Westchester High School, 
Los Angeles and the University ot 
California at Santa Barbara, where she 
received a bachelor of arts degree in 
English and her secondary teaching 
credential 

She married Russ Locke. now 
attending the School of Theology 
Claremont, in 1967. They live in Pomona 

Mrs. Locke describes her personalit: 
as ‘‘aggressive, because “that's the 
way other people describe me and 
because ‘‘! say what | think 

“To a certain extent I'n 
perfectionist in always wanting to d 
good job,” she said. “I’m interested in 
just about everything, including local 
history, photography and creative arts 

As a hobby, she draws charts of the 
family relationships between the royal 
families of Europe between 1100 and the 
present 

“I’m constantly trying to fill in gaps 
(in the charts) and that involves 
searching through history books and 
biographies ” 

The study started to be an interesting 
hobby,. she said, ‘but developed into an 
“obsession 

Mrs. Locke said reporting is an 
“exciting job” because of the variety of 
“events to cover and people to meet 

‘I don't like the heat and the smog but 
I'm really excited by the number ot

jewelry. It is out of place at a formal af 
fair, Mrs. Strew commented. Otherwise 
it is more universal than mast jewelry 
Her husband and both sons wear Indian 
bracelets, necklaces and rings. In fact 
her younger son Shane makes his own 
She said he isn't patient enough vet to 
make top-quality jewelry, but he's proud 
to wear his own pieces to school 
The popularity of Indian jewelry is 
limited mostly to the Southwest. People 
back East consider Indian jewelry 
“gaudy junk’ and think anything that 
big must be lead and plastic, she com 
mented 
But in the Southwest, turquoise is a 
fever.” she said, noting that the Jan 
muary 1974 issue of ‘Arizona Highways" 
magazine is selling for $18 in Phoenix 
and the August 1974 issue for $6. Both 
issues feature Indian jewelry 
so expensive now that 
good stones even wholesale are almost 
priceless. Mrs. Strew said her prices are 
about halfway between wholesale and 
$20-50 for a ring and $50-300 for a

The whole process of making jewelry 
1s quite involved and takes a long time 
she noted. A ring takes about four hours 
over a period of 3-4 days. Her prize piece 

a large squash-blossom necklace she 
gave her husband last Christmas — took 
a total of 60 hours to make 

The “lost wax’’ process involves car 
Ving the object in wax or using real ob 
jects as Mrs Strew does. Wax molds are 
made so the jewelry can be duplicated 
without repeating the carving process 

Mrs. Strew uses an electric spatula to 
remove rough edges and carves fine 
detail with a hot knife or dental tools 
Then she covers the wax mold with 
plaster to make a cast. This is baked in a 
1250-degree kiln to burn out the wax 
Melted silver ts poyred into the Impres 
sion left in the plaster 

The plaster comes off in hot water 
leaving only the cast silver jewelry 
After the meta] is cleaned and polished 
the stone 1s mounted and the jewelry is 
ready for the owner 

“Mrs. Strew ao doe, ber own iapidary 
work. She uses diamond saws to slice the 
rock and then cut the slice to the proper 
size, After grinding the rack top into a 
smooth surface, she fills any soft spots 
on the face of the stone 

Mrs. Strew became interested in 
lapidary during an attempt to angwer 
questions about rocks her son had picked 
up on a trip throngh the U.S. She decided 
to take an adult education lapidary class 
and ended up in a “lost wax"’ casting 


classwhere she learned to make jewelry 

Her collection has won several ribbons 

and has been displayed in many public 
libraries

Montclair works 
on annual report 


The City of Montclair has 
started to compile its annual 
report required by the state 
government 

The facts and figures 
available to the city have been 
included by Montclair planning 
commissioners, who will fill in 
other data at their next meeting 
on Oct. 29 


Montclair, with a population 
of 23,577, belongs to the 
Southern California Association 
of Governments, the San 
Bernardino Association of 
Governments and the Valley 
Association of Cities 

The principal geographic 
features of the city are 
described as valley and desert 


arid area 

The Office of Planning and 
Research for the city has 
included the fact that over 15 
per cent of the city’s residents 
work outside San Bemardino 
County 

Three major planning issues 
affecting, the city during 1973 
and '74 must be filled in by the 
planning commission. 

There are three professional 
planners in the city and 15 per 
cent of the planning department 





work is contracted to private 
consultants. 

The contracted work includes 
advisory service for the 
preparation of upgraded 
housing, open space and 
conservation elements, said 
planners. 


The city does not have a 
separate long range planning 
division, a separate 
environmental planning 
division, a separate urban 
design planning division, a 
separate housing planning 
division or a separate social 
planning division. 


The city does have an 
integrated community 
development department, 
however, according to the 
report, and is broken down into

Retiring butcher recalls 
d beef for a dime

After 47? years in the retail 
meat business in Upland, Ernie 
Olson has hung up his while 
aron 

Kinda 

The meat cutter who sold his 
interest to his son and partner, 
Roger, still gets behind the 
counter occasionally, But, for 
all intents and purposes, Ernie 
has retired 

Only 20 years old when he 
opened his first shop at 281 
Second Ave., Upland, Ernie had 
to have his mother co-sign s® he 
could purchase meat, 

He worked five years for the 
market before bu¥ing out the 
meat business 

And, it was a ‘whistle’ from 
a Upland market manager 
named Charlie French that got 
Ernie into the business. When 
he was a lad of 12 - just out of 
grade school Ernie was 
bicycling to his weed-hoeing job 
when French hailed him with a 
whistle. “He asked me if I'd 
like a job delivering meat for 
him on my bicycle.” . 

The 67-year-old man says 
today ‘I often wonder what I'd 
have done if he hadn't whistled 
at me that morning!” 

So, throughout high school 
Ernie worked after school and 
on weekends in Upland 
markets. He graduated in 1925 
from Chaffey High School and 
became a fulltime meat cutter 

In 1927, Olson's Market

opened in a grocery store in 
Upland 

To illustrate how 
merchandising has changed, 
the long-time Uplander 
remembers when there were 
seven meat markets in 
downtown Upland in the 30s 
‘Today there are none.’’ But, in

When Olson took over the 
market on Second Avenue, the

One of Ernie's long-time 
friends presented hirn a copy of 
an ad from the Upland News 
dated Friday, Feb. 10, 1933 
which has been mounted on a 
wood plaque and which today 
hangs in Olson's Meats, 923 W 
Foothill Blvd, Upland 

Picnic hams were advertised 
at 63 cents each, and a blended 
veal and pork loaf ‘‘ready for 
the oven’’ went for two pounds 
for 35 cents 

For customers who 
purchased three packages of 
Limburger, American, 
Pimento or Roquefort cheese at 
the regular price of 20 cents a 
package (25 cents for 
Roquefort), a hand polished 
crystal service set was given 
free 

His telephone number then 


was 57 and deliveries were 
free 

Olson recalls that in 1934, 
when the First United 


Methodist Church of Upland 
was built, carpenters earned $8 
a day : 

In 1936, the Upland butcher 


was elected to the Upland City 
Council, and his shop moved in 
1937 to 110 EB. Ninth St., Upland 
He was a councilman when the 
first city hall was constructed 

He recalis that during the 
depression, many Upland 
residents couldn't pay their 
water bills so the city allowed 
them to work out their bills by 

setting out a 20 acre lemon 
grove.” The city sold the grove 
and used the proceeds to help 
pay for its city hall, recently 
vacated and now used by the 
Upland Police Department 

It was one way the city had 

of helping pay their bills 
Ernie said 

He, called his market's 
slogan: “Olson's Market, the 
home of quality meats 

In 1960, Olson moved his 
market into the Safeway store 
at 60 BE. Ninth St.. which is 
there no longer 

In 1970, he and his son opened 
their own meat market on 
Foothill Boulevard. Roger 
worked for and with his dad 
more than 20 years and now has 
taken the reigns fo the business 

Prices are higher, but so are 
wages 

Although retired, Ernie Olson 
is still an active member of the 
Upland Lion's Club and a 
member of the Upland First 
Methodist Church
